Both these graduates are now attending Simonds High 
School in Warner. There were no graduates at the Center 
School this year. 

During the year standard tests and intelligence tests were 
given to all the pupils in Grades 3-8 inclusive in both schools. 
The results of these show that the pupils of the district com- 
pare very favorably with pupils of neighboring districts, and 
those of other states where the tests have been given. 

The equipment at the Center School is excellent. At the 
South School the installation of a chemical toilet, and single 
adjustable desks and chairs, or Thompson posture chairs and 
desks like those at the Center School, would be a great im- 
provement. ‘The equipment of this school is otherwise ex- 
~ cellent. 

As a whole, this has been another year of improvement in 
equipment, and advancement in the work of the pupils. It 
has. been a pleasure for us to work with parents, teachers, and 
members of the School Board to attain this desirable result.
